LOCATION: The proposed alterations are located in 2 unnamed tributaries to Owl Creek along
Concord Road (SR-253) from Edmonson Pike to Sunset Rd. in Brentwood, Williamson County
(Lat: 35.9872°, Long: -86.7368°) and (Lat: 35.9850°, Long: -86.7275°).

WATERSHED DESCRIPTION: The aquatic resources proposed to be altered are within the
Mill Creek (Lower Cumberland/Cheatham Lake) Watershed (HUC 051302020201). The
resources are two unnamed tributaries to Owl Creek. The Lower Cumberland/Cheatham Lake
and Mill Creek watersheds, as well as the two unnamed tributaries to Owl Creek, have been
classified for the following designated uses: fish and aquatic life, irrigation, livestock watering
and wildlife, and recreation. Further, Mill Creek and the two unnamed tributaries to Owl Creek
are considered Exceptional Tennessce Waters due to the presence of the federally listed
endangered Nashville Crayfish.

The two unnamed tributaries to Owl Creek, (STR-1 and STR-2), at the project location have a
channel bottom width of approximately 4-7 ft., 4-8 ft. top of bank width, and an approximate
bank height of 3-5 ft..

PROJECT DESCRIPTION: Widen approximately 1.2 miles of Concord Rd. (SR-253) along
the existing alignment to a 3-lane road with the inclusion of a pedestrian/bike lane. This will
include the removal of the existing culvert structures in an unnamed tributary to Owl Creek at
two road crossing locations (Crockett Rd. and near Liberty Church Rd.) replacing them with
span bridge structures. Also, the installation of two new precast single span bridge structures for
the pedestrian/bike lane, and a minor stream relocation (approximately 100 ft.) of an unnamed
tributary to Owl Creek, at Liberty Church Rd., for the transition to the new bridge structure, and
the relocated stream channel will be vegetated to establish canopy.

In accordance with the Tennessee Antidegradation Statement (Rule 1200-4-3-.06), the division
has determined that the proposed activity will not result in degradation to water quality. This
notice may be viewed on the internet at:
